The request filed on 5/7/01 for a Contmued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 CFR 
, , 53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/134,405 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows.

Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 9, 12-14, 16, 19, 20 and 23- 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Applicant's Prior Art Figs. 1 A-B in view of Ohe et al'271 . 

Applicant's Prior Art Figs. 1 A-B disclose a LCD and a method of making of the LCD 
similar to those of the instant claims except for the d.An being in the range of 0.29-0.36^m 
(specification, pages 2-5). However, Ohe et al disclose that it was known to employ d.An having a 
value of 0.3(U.m for attaining a higher transmission index and a whiteness of the display emission 
l„ht (col. 6, lines 50-55). Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinan^ skill in the art 
to employ d.An having a value of 0.30^m (which is within in the recited range 0.29-0.36^m) in 
Applicant's Prior Art Figs. 1 A-B for attaining a higher transmission index and a whiteness of the 
display emission light , as disclosed by Ohe et al. 

Claims 4, 6, 7, 10, 11,15 17, 18, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicam's Prior Art Figs. 1 A-B and Ohe et al,'271 as applied to claims 1-3, 5, 
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ai;669 of record.
